He reported 
that a meeting was to be held to determ- 
ine finally what should be done on or 
about the 27th of June and that he 
hoped to be able to guarantee the right 
of way to Pond River and terminals in 
Madisonville at that time. 

It was agreed that a committee be 
appointed for the purpose of trying to

Madisonville to agree to pay $100 each 



fo;

"COWHEEL" HAS A FLOOD. 



Rain Monday Heaviest E>er--Water 
Covers Block After Block. 

For one lour tne heaviest rain ever 
known in "Cowheel" fell Monday 
evening, covering streets, gardens 
and yards, in some places to a depth 
Of H. veral feet, in that part of town. 
Pedestriauism was a very difficult and 
dangerous tasr after the rain, the 
streets and sidewslks running with 
water, which deposited a thick sedi- 
ment of yellow. treacherous mnd. 
Yesterday morning the yards in block 
after block south of Railroad street 
and several north, made a very un- 
presentaole appearance, the lawns 
having been covered by mud and dis- 
colored by muddv water. The main 
damage was to gardens, many of 
which were completely submerged. 
The thunderstorm that Hccomptuied 
the rain was very violent but there 
was little wind. 

The streams of water ttiat ran 
through the streets must have aver- 
aged at least a foot in depth, though 
mud clinging, yestetday morning, to 
trees an.l fences indicated that it was 
two feet and more in some of the 
lower places. Their size was greatly 
increased by the water which sw»pt 
down the scnoolbouse bill. Large 
atones and logs, one known to be over 
a toot in diameter, were caugnt in 
the flood and carried for one or more 
blocks, and ditches were washed in 
the streets The water stood so high 
in several yards tbat it entered the 
residences of Thos. Brown and Bud 
Carter and the blacksmith shop of 
Thos. Bohler, the last to a depth of 
eight or ten incnes. 

Many residents of the Hooded part 
of tewn were attending the perform- 
ance at Swallow & Markle's floating 
palace during the rain and were in 
a state of great anxiety as to the con 
dition thev would find things when 
they wonld return home.

Waanington. Jnne W.— The dismiiwU 
of Herbert W. Bowen, for gome years 
United States minister to Venezuela, 
and the exoneration of Assistant Sec 
retary of State Francis R. Loomis of 
the allegations brought asainst him by 
Mr. Bowen are the outcome of the 
Bowen-Loomls controversy which 
has attracted wide attention tor many 
months past. This disuosition of th«« 
case la made by President Roosevelt 
in a letter addresed to Secretary Tuft 
made puolio to-night, approving Mr. 
Taft 8 report on his findings and con 

I elusions in the case. 

«, The president scathingly arraigns 
Minister Bowen, declaring that his 
conduct "is especially reprehensihle. :" 

neases to enter the employ of a certain 
company for the purpose. in plain 
words, of stealing documents which 
he hoped might incriminate Mr. 
i^oojnis, and that Mr. Bowen has 
evidently, for many montli*, indeed 
for the last two years. devoted his time 
to hunting up scandal and gossip un- 
til it became a momonania and caused 
him to show complete disloyalty to the 
country he represented. " 

The president says he had hoped U 
promote Mr. Bowen, as during mucn 
of his service he had done good worfc, 
but that his>sefulnees in the depart- 
ment is now at an end. 

The president says he would direct 
that Mr. Bowen u resignation be re- 
jf quested, but for the fact that he 
' would consider a resignation an admis- 
sioo of misconduct, and his dismissal 
is ordered. 

The president states that it appears 
Mr. Bowen, while minister, secured 
the publication of attacks on Mr. 
Loomis and furnished to the press 
documents pending oefore the state 
department for approval and that his 
explanation is Inexcusable anu shows 
his ' entire unfitness" for the service. 
Even if Mr. Loomis had been guilty, 
i ays the president, Mr. Bowen's con- 
duct would be unpardonable. Tne 
later quoted certain correspondence 
a nd testimony. The report of Secre- 
tary Taft on the case on which the 
president's action is based, is a 
voluminous document, reviewing tne

The handshuke in Mexico Is a great 
Institution. Whan one stops to chat or 
talk a little business with a person on 
the street, no matter how many times 
one may have met him the same day, 
they shake hunds at the meeting and 
likewise at the parting. In the mean- 
time Inquiring nbout nnd telling 
healths. To sny "Howdy?" in Mexico is 
a matter or two or three minutes at the 
very best. YVhen one drops Into a 
man's office on business likewise these 
pleasant little formalities must be 
scrupulously observed, else one would 
be set down as an 111 mannered boor. 
When presented to a. woman do not 
hesitate to extend the hand for the reg- 
ulation shake. It Is .the only thing 
to do. 

When one meets a friend whom on* 
has not seen for some time it Is the 
proper thine to embrace him. This 
consists In falling upon his neck, 
throwing the right arm at»out him and 
patting him lovingly Just above the 
small of the back. Women indulge in 
this custom with their own sex. 

Mexican pedestrians turn out for 
each other on either side, but seem to 
have a preference for the left. In meet- 

■Ira them the Inalda of tha walk. This 

rule also holds good when one m aa t a 
superiors, always granting that an 
American will acknowledge nny man 
to be hi- superior, one ina.v frequently 
see thaat courteous Mexican men al- 
most quarreling to make tha other fal- 
low take the Inside track. •Tase. 
senor." they implore each other. 

It is customary for men to raise 
their lints upon passing each other in 
the streets. Tha carrying of canes is 
very general in Mexico. When ac- 
quaintances Of opposite sex meet, as 
upon the street, the man Is expected 
to bow tlrst. This, as may readily be 
seen, is important if one has any ac- 
quaintances among Mexican women. 
Pass one without bowing, and she may 
not know one next time, flue's only 
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it. hold up a street c 
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greeting as well as an adieu In pass- 
ing n friend witii no intention of Ik. It- 
lug one may say, "Adios." which COT- 
On the greeting as well as the parting. 
This form of greeting Is much more 
commonly used than "Good morning," 
"Good evening." etc. 

The Mexicans nre inveterate smok- 
ers, but they never chew tobacco. That 
practice is monopolized by the su- 
perior "Americanos." Moreover, the 
Mexican is seldom offensive with his 
smoking. The practice Is permissiblo 
marly every whore— in hotel or other 
dining rooms, after or even at meals, lu 
railroad coaches, in street cars. In 
places of amusement, etc. Clerks in 
do goods stores may frequently be 
seerf taking a few whiffs at a cigarette, 
and policemen on their beats smoke 
whenever they cau get a cigarette. 

Hut no matter how sensitive one may 
be to the fumes of tobacco, one is uot 
likely to suffer from the Mexicans 
style of smoking. He will light his 
cigarette— In rare instniiecs a cigar— 
take n few deliberate puffs nnd quit. 
He never smokes In that feverish fash- 
ion or raises the dense smudge that Is
